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THE PRESIDENT'S. SOLUTION 
L Immediate reaction to President Roose- 
-velt's Idea lor handling war strikes Is lavor- 
able. Almost everybody ogrccs that If ho had 
•statutory power to draft strlJcing mine work- 
ers—the coal miners, to be speclllc, but also 
anybody else who placed selllsh Interests 
ahead of winning- the war— such intcr- 
niplloha could be handled.crrcctlvely and cx- 
-pedltlously. 

Attempts have .been made already to use 
the draft as a club against strikes. Tlicy have 
come to llttlo. That might be. In part, be- 
cause evcrybbdy realized that auch use ol the 
draft was a perversion ol Its Intent and pur- 
pose, and weakened public acceptance of a 
war Instrumentality that should bo kept 104 
percent objective. 

If congress, upon consideration, with ap- 
proval of tho people, upon request of the 
President, were to ext;cnd the draft to cover 
such use, tho situation could be entirely dif- 
ferent. 

Yes— but there are buts. 

Such n bin should be perfectly frank and 
,'open. It should not masquerade as either a 
military draft measure or aa a general selec- 
tive labor bill unless, Indeed, tho administra- 
tion has waked up to the need for some 
overall manpower control. 

Assuming that Mr. Rooaovelt has In mind 
what ho says, a weapon against crippling war 
strikes, then the bill should bo so drafted 
that the specific men who arc striking- against 
our armed forces would bo put back Into tho 
Jobs from which thoy have struck, (ind so 
tl.at the wholQ business will bo frank and 
on tho level. 

■ If this Is done, tho weapon won't have to 
bo used more than once or twice. 

'.Tho proposal la harah, unpalatable medi- 
cine, and It is safe to say that nobody realizes 
. this more than tho President. That ho has 
been driven to malce It gives evidence how 
outraged ho Is by what has happened In tho 
coal fields, and also evidences his apprecia- 
tion of tho general public outrage 

At lost, In time of crisis, Mr. Roosevelt has 
been drfven to the position taken more than 
two decades ago by another man who later 
became president — a man whom many have 
regarded as timorous. It was the late Calvin 
Coolldgo who said: 

. ''There la no right to. strike against the 
public safety by nrtybody, onywhere, at any 
time." , 



ONE WAY ^yE'RE FALLING. DOWN 
' Idaho, In practically every respect, ranks 
well among all the states, in doing Its part 
in the war effort.

By nsslgnlns patents lo D. B. car- 
tel members, the German firms wera 
able to escape having their patents 
seized by the alien property cmlo- 
dlan nnd resold. At Die end ot the 
wor It was therefore assumed that 
the Oemian patent hokiers would lia 
able to reacquire their pre-war 
rlghta and resume their pJace in 
world bu^ess. ^ 

What this amounts to Is that even 
though Germany were detcattd on 
the field of battle, it would never be 
detentod econoralcally, for its busi- 
ness conD-acls .would be continued 
diu^ng and after the war. 

The problem of controlling 'car- 
tels in the i>oat-war world Is one 
that is now receiving attention by 
government thinkers. Nearly all Eu- 
ropean and the Japanese govern- 
ments are now cartel-minded, fa- 
voring these monopolies. It Is be- 
lieved, however, that no cartel could 
succeed It It did not have the coop- 
eration of American business. That 
Is. a free American business, not re- 
stricted as to where and how If 
might co&ipete. could break any for- 
eign cartel comblnsUon, 

The only existing V. B. controU 
over cartels are the Sherman anti- 
trust law and a new agreement to 
the reciprocal trade agreements act 
Introduced by Cong. Charles a Dew- 
ey of Chicago, which gives the 
President permissory power to can-

A further step would be to require 
the registration with the depart- 
ment of state of all cartel agree- 
ments entered Into by American clt- 
liens or coiporatioru. But that would 
demand additional new leglalatioo.

Many llko .bu*^ 
the stories which Involve llttlo or 
no "star sailnt.' but an concerned 
chletly with the discussion ot tho 
Bsneral tacts of astronomy. Otliera 
prefer directions tor locating- Indi-

Within tho past two weeks two 
letters have requested a periodic sky 
review. Ih order more luUy, .to 
satisfy the "obsenrallonal" 'rcodora 
it Is planned that, beaUinmB toany, 
the first article each month will be 
made up principally of a. review of 
the brighter stars then in'slght. 

At around 19 p. m. early thla 
month, the brilliant planet Venai 
oulshlnes all tlu in ths west. Quite 
close to Venus the bright star Res- 
Ulus may be seen. Tho planet Jupltcr 
has Just set considerably north of 

Now lace southwest. Very high up 
toward the point overhead we find 
Artlurus. ths orsngo star Which in 
1933 turned on the lights of the Chi- 
cago World's I»lr. Considcroblj' low- 
er toward the touthwcstcm horiion 
the blue^vhlte spica Is spnrklinR. . 

Very high In tho northwest, th» 
aoven stars ot the familiar Bie 
Diaper hold s»ay. 

Pacina almc4t due east, we find 
the bright Vtgs very hlsh In tho 
sky. This is the principal star of tlvo 
classical harp ot Orpheus.' Lon'er 
toward the eastern horizon— and 
■lightly 'jouthtrard— Altalr is con- 
splcQoua vitli a dimmer star on each 
sido of It. 

Somewhat northeast of Vega, an- 
other promlneat star-but not go 
brlghl^ls seen. This Is Dencb at 
the head ot ths Northern Cross.
